While the 
absence of Monaigncr MarthicUi waa 
marked, it detracted none fRNa the 
grandeur of the scene, which waa far 
beyond that occasion of Septembar 17, 
18»;{, when Monsignor Satolll, now a 
member of the Sacre<l Congregation. 
Rome, conferred the pallium upon the 
late Aichbiabop Hennessy in this same 
CatbednU Caidiaal Gibbons waa here 
today, aa be ma thm; ArchUabopa and 
Biahopa from all patta of the Uaitcd 
States were here af(ain, and tbt aonber 
of i>iitsts jirosent was fully donUc tba 
on ilie other occasion. The attendance 
of laymen from abroad was very large 
and but few States in the Union were 
unrepresented. It was a raawriuMa 
tribute to Archbishop Keane. 

Tba esmaooies opened at 10 o'clock 
with a procawinn of derxy aad attend- 
anta. la which the CardMml, AicfaMahope, 
Biahopa aad priaata took part, clad in 
full TcatmeaU of their laak. Faaaing 
from the Archepiscopal residence the pro- 
cession entered the Cathedral and moved 
ujj the main aisle to« the altar. Within 
the MDctnary Cardinal GiblxMis ascended 
the throne on the left, which had been 
jItMtil ta him by Archbishop Keane, the 
latt«r ooenpgring a temporary throne on 
the right, wUch be had eractcd for him 
adf.

I by the Rev. Dr. CarroU, Pnaideat 
of St. Joaeph's College, Dubbqua, and 
Archbishop Keane's reply dossd the 
ceremonies at the church. 

The great feature of the day was the 
installation address by Archbishop Ire- 
land. He regarded the iustallatixn as 
one of the most important eventa in the 
Catholic Ckoreh in recent years, Atch- 
iCaaas wpwa tn t i n g the forward 
Bt fat f&a- church. ArchbidM>p 
lialaad's subject waa: "Tha Chmch in 
Aoetlca-^Ita Taalerdar aad Ita ToaMr- 
row." Heiaid: 

"I fear not to say that we have today 
iu the Unite«l States fourteen or fifteen 
millions of Catholics. I speak, too, of 
the numbers of the churches, colleges, 
adioola, convents, hospitals, orphanages 
and other Inatitutea of piety, charity, 
adncatioa and apoatoUc seal with which 
tba whole country ia covered. Thoss art 
not the crcatiooa of the dvil SUtc, or of 
the reUgioua corpontloaa; they are the 
lesults of the pennies of the Catholic 
people, the embodiment in brick and 
stone of the sweat of their brow, of their 
hard labor, beatowcd freely to God and 
Hi* Christ Olaaoe down through the 



naves and aides; notice the thronging 
multitudes of men as well as of women 
that press around the altar rail, not 
merely on high festivals, but on ordinary 
Sundays. And follow these multittudes 
into their homes, their shops and marts 
as they mingle with their non-Catholic 
fellow-citizena. Is there upon their lips 
a word of dialoyalty to chnrcU I chal- 
laaiia Uw OMOt CsthoUe hkadatoahow 
me CsthoUea Mon osafsgsoasia ths pro. 
fessloaaf thohfidth, smtb eoariataat ia 
bringing ita principles into their daily 
manner of life, and if, from its exterior 
manifestation, you pass to an examina- 
tion of their faith itself, it is, to the 
smallest iota, the faith of Peter, the 
supreme shepherd of the whole flock, to 
whom they are united in love and obe- 
dience, aa never were aMteao CatboUca 
of any oouatry of ChiiatandoOk 

"Thraa.qaB(tan of a eoataiy, half a, 
century ago, satfcCrthoMc p nJwMcs was 
doodaaat ia the laad. Oar aoa^^atholic 
fellow-cititena were not to be blamed; 
they had not known Catholics as Catho- 
lics are, and they treated them according 
to what they believed of them. But to- 
day in America the reign of ill-feeling 
and animosity has passed away. In 
America Catholics and non-CatboUcs dif- 
fer from one aaothtr ia creed and spirit- 
ual intelligence, but as true Americans 
they reapect oee aaolfaer aad aooord to 
one another their civil and social free- 
dom, all working together in peace aad 
harmony for the giasUr WSSl «f SOCli^ 
and of country. 

"The problem before the church of 
America was whether the Catholic re- 
ligion could prosper in an atmoaphere of 
abaolute freedom without aid or prop 
froai State oigaalsatioa, or even from 
compact social or national traditions; 
whether from ita inaate vigor, watered 
by the dews of hooTca akart it ooald Uve 
and prosper. To oae who bellevca in the 
divine origin of Catholic faith, or has 
read diligently its story of sges, the issue 
of the problem should never have been 
doubtful. Yet so accustomed have Cath- 
olica been to see the church allie<) with 
the State, or working only in popula- 
tiona, in whoae souls it was incrnated by 
the scc i a tl oaa of oeataiiaa, tliat aawy in 
Amorfoa, aad nMvaso la K a iopa, were 
aot wttXkag to tmat to iU vitality when 
plaated aaddenly, aa it were, in the wil- 
derness, to battle alone and unprotected 
with drouth and tempest. The problem 
was most interesting for this other rea- 
son, that whether for weal or woe, the 
entire world ia rapidly drifting toward 
the aodal and political conditions of 
America, and the church on trial in 
America is on trial for the world.

'when the vorkineti indulged in 

strikes the newspapers condemned 
such a course as disastrous, and 
itargtd more retimuMe and peace- 
ful methods of settling grievances 
and arriving at agreements. Now, 
when workingmen, with little or 
no aid from the fttm, lUkV adopted 
tlu method of conference and arbi- 
tration and in the proper time meet 
representatives of their employers 
to consider proposals and com- 
plaints, the papers announce that a 
strike is imminent. As the con- 
ference proceeds the strike is de- 
dared to be certain to occttr. the 
number of employers and employes 
involved are given with various 
alleged details. When the agree- 
ment is reached and the conference 
adjotiriis the papers report that a 
strike has t)een averted. 

In no case was a itrike intended 
or even thotight of. The confer 
ences are held at stated intervals 
as the nature of the employment 
requires, for the fflntnal interests of 
the employers and employes, and as 
provided in the terms of the agree- 
ment, the object being to provide 
against as well as remedy griev- 
ances. The leading labor organiza- 
tions and largest employers have 
. gradually adopted this plan, and it 
all tmt nniveraal in this oonntry. 
■y with the result of more harmonious 
feeling, fair dealing and mutual 
benefit to all, and comparatively no 
strikes. 

The newspapers know this, as 
nearly all of them have such agree- 
ments and arraugemeitts with their 
employes with like results; yet they 
seem disposed to give a false im- 
pression of the motives, purposes 
and methods of Ubor organizations 
by reporting audi otrnferences, 
which are really to arrange and set- 
tle matters for the future so as to 
guarantee peace and order in the 
craft, as the preliminary step for a 
.^•trike, as indicating discontent and 
^disorder where none exist, and 
apparently casting unjust reflection 
upon workmen and toa degree dis- 
couraging other labor organizations 
from adopting such conciliatory 
methods. The kbor organizations 
4 and emptoyem that have adopted 
conference and arbitration for set- 
tling grievances and arriving at 
agreements are deserving of oom- 
y- mentation and exemplification by 
the public, the employers and work- 
men especially, instead of misrepre- 
sentation and imdnnation.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 



Dried oreage peel, allowed to smoulder 
on a piece of red hot iron or on a shovel, 

will kill any disagreeable culinary odor. 

To prevent shoes cracking pour a sni.ill 
quantity of linsee<l or sweet oil upon a 
flat surface and allow the soles of the 
shoes to rest iu the oil over night. 

To have the sink sweet aad dean rub 
with comaioa lamp oU twice a week. 
This will remove all grease and prevent 
rusting. After nsinK the' oil, wash well 
with hot, soapy water. 

A little soda iu water for greasy dishes 
is a great help, and a tiny bit of blue in 
the water you wash glass in adds much 
to its brilliancy. Needless to say glass 
cloths must be free from all fluff. 

Steaaied Brown Bread— Two cupfnls of 
Indian meal, a cnpfd of Graham meal or 
of flour, two cupfnls of sweet milk, s 
capful of molasses (less if you wish it 
leas sweet) a teaspoouful of salt and sorla; 
steam two hours and bake one hour: 
serve hot for dinner. It is a hearty addi- 
tion to a light dinner. 

Rice Pudding Without Bggs— Two 
tableapooafuls of rice, two heaping 
spoonfuls of sugar, piece of butter half 
the size of an egg, a pinch of allspice and 
cinnamon; put in a buttered dish, with 
a quart of milk and two tablespoonfuls of 
raisins; bake slowly three hours, stirring 
it frequently the first hour; serve with 
sweetened cream and nutmeg. 

Old-Faahioned Pepiiermint Drops- 
Take aome graanlaked anger aad pour 
over it with a teaspooa jnat eaongh water 
to moisten it, so that it will dh>p from 
the spoon with difficulty. Place the 
sugar in a saucepan on the stove, to back 
of range and stir in a handful of pulver- 
ized sugar until it assumes a milky appear- 
aace. Then add a few drops of oil of 
peppermint and drop quickly on oiled 
paper or bright tin shertB.

Capt. Otto Von Loasbarg, Captain of 
the Second battery, Transvaal State artil- 
lery, who left the Boer army in January, 
being incapacitated with wounds, arrive<l 
from Kiiro{^>e with Montagu White at the 
Imperial Hotel, New York City. He 
started for New Orleans, his old home, 
Wednesday night. In an intarriaw Capt. 
Von Loasbnrg said: "I talkad wiOi Gen. 
Louis Botha bafora I «aiaaM«r> 'Vou 
may go,' he told me. *Yo« have fought 
well. I give jroa yonrdiadutge. When 
you come back we ahall be free or fight- 
ing. I shall fill a patriot's grave. Go, 
my boy. God be kind to yoti.' 

"TliHt is the kind of men who t'l^^lit for 
the Boer cause," continued Capt. Von 
Loasburg. "The Bngliah have violated 
every law of civilized warfare. They 
have armed five thonaand Kaffirs, who 
are in atdaachar'a Horae, which ia the 
scum of Sooth Africa. Ihey fi|^t like 
tha HamiiBi fought yon— for hire. They 
get twelve ahilUuga a day. They plunder 
and pillago BTCcybody, ymwg aad old 

alike. 

"When I was wounded I was put in a 
Red Cross ambulance and starte<l for 
Lorenzo Marquez. We were held up t)y 
fifty Kaffirs, who wore nothing but 
breech clouta and carried British rifles. 
They took cvanrthlng we bad and turned 
me bade to Pretoria. 

"I complained of the violation of the 
Red Cross flag and robbery to the British 
ofTiccrs. They investigated .-uid admitted 
tluit I had been shamefully treated. Thi-y 
priimiscil restitution 'after the war.' V<mi 
.\iiifricuns have little conception of the 
resources of the Boets. Gen. DeLart y 
alone has 3,000,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion. We have tweaty guna and a long 
Tom. Tha latter ia hidden for future 
n«cd. We need oothiag hot ambniancea 
and surgical supplies. 

"The Holland societies sent us three 
ambulances and nurses several months 
ago via Lorenzo Marquez. The British 
there had them held up and they are 
there yet, while our men are dying for 
the need of them. 

"Our forces are distributed like this: 
DeLarey baa 0,000 men, Botha 4,000, 
De Wet 6,000 and the reat are ia flying 
corps. They constantly haitaM the 
British. Most of onrmaa art flghtiiig 
south of Pretoria. 

"The Americans with our army, and 
particularly the Irish-Americans, are 
doing magnificent fighting. One of the 
latter was a Sergeant Major in the Sixth 
Massachusetts regiment. The Irish-Amer- 
icans prevented the capture of our long 
Tom by their bravery at I<afdanberg. 
They ftooght like fiaoda. 

"Tha Bflglidi hatre ooa haadrad men 
tied up gnudhig tha ndboad at Port 
Blizabeth, New I^oodon, Durham and 
Cape Town. Last November a lot of 
mules and horses for their army reached 
Lorenzo Marquez. Only the Consul pro- 
tested. The German and American Con- 
suls were mute. Portugal heeded the 
Prench protest and made the ahips un 
load elaawhare out of Foftngnaae terri- 
tory. 

"The Britiah reeaatly deaecrated the 
Lntheraa church at Raaterly miasion. 
The Tommies took the chnrch organ and 
while one of them played the othera 
danced to the music with' the Kaffir girla. 
At Lycbtenberg the British desecrated a 
cemetery by making it a cattle pen. 

"Our winter season begins in May and 
ends in September. The Boers will take 
to the hills until it is over. They have 
little baggage to impada their motility, 
while the Britiah ttaopo aro waigbted 
down. We will play havoc with them 
when the wiatar aeto ia." 

The Captain daaSad that Oaa. De Wet 
is insane. "He ia the most dangerous 
'insane man' that Kng'and ever cojjetl 
with," he said. "(ien. I)e Wet is a mili- 
tary genius. He has made his raw tri>ops 
into one of the best disciplined and most 
daogerous forces in the world. They 
love him like a father, and would follow 
him into the very jawa of death."

WHAT THET EABN. 

WaK«s ^ald Farm Laborers in 

Rural Districts of 
Ireland.

The Board of Trade report upon the 
wages snd earnings of agricultnral labor- 
em, prepared by Wilson Tint, is a most 

txlmuslive one, reniarkB tlie Oael. The 
report, with the appendices, chart and 
map, occupies nearly 300 pages, and deals 
separately with Bngland, Wales, Scotland 
and Ireland. The report gives a state- 
ment of tlie cash wages and earnings of 
the variona classes of agricultural laborers 
in each ooanty of the United Kiodom. 
Tlie sTcrage obtained lor the year ISM 
in the four cooatrtes nay fifsk be stated. 
Including the Talne of all allowances in 
kind, they are: Bngland, 16* lOd; 
Wales, 16s rxl; Scotland, IBs Id; Ireland, 
10s 1(1. Rarnings were highest near the 
large industrial and mining centers. 

There are six counties in the United 
Kingdom where the earnings exceed 
twenty shillings a week, viz: Renfrew, 
Lanark, Stirling and Dnmbatton, Dur- 
ham aad Notttannberland, the highest 
being in Scotland, in the cotdrty of Ren- 
frew, where they ave r aged SlS M per 
week. The county where esming^ were 
lowest in England is Suffolk, 14s 6d a 
week; in Wales, Cardiganshire, 14s 9il; 
Scotland, Shetland, Orkney and Caith- 
ness, 14s "xl a week, and in Ireland, 
Mayo, the earnings being Ss 7d. In Ire- 
land there were eighteen counties where 
the average weekly earnings in 1898 were 
under ten shillings s week. 

In many districts in the Frovinoe of 
Connanght, aad also in Coonty Donegal, 
in Ulster, agricnitural lalwrers, as a class, 
scarcely exist, the holdings in such dis- 
tricts l>eing largely small and worked by 
the farmers and their families. Large 
nuinliers of these small farmers and their 
£uns go to work as laborers on farms in 
certain counties in Bngland and Scotland 
during the spring, summer snd antiimn. 

Owing to the general abaence of piece- 
work and of opportnaities of earning 
BMMh ia the way of extra payments in 
harvest time, the annual earnings of agri- 
cultursl laborers who are not fed in the 
farmhouse do not, generally speaking, 
muili eicee<l the total amount received 
iu weekly rasli wages. In estimating 
the annual earnings the value of the cot- 
tages where given free of rent has for all 
counties been computed at jC2 12s. 

The counties in which the highest earn- 
ings are showa are Aatrlm, Down and 
Dublin, wheie they average^lSs 4d; l-.!s 
4d and ISa 7d a week respectively, 
Armagh coming next with 10s lid. In 
eighteen counties the earnings are less 
than ten shillings a week, the lowest 
average (8a 7d) Mag seen ia the caae of 
Mayo. 

It will be observed that in Coaamght 
the earnings are under ten shillings s 
week ia all the eonatlM; but not only are 
the rates of wagaa km, but there is practi- 
cally no piece troric, very little harvest 
monay, if aay, aad very few allowances 
in kind. In the western part of Ulster, 
where conditions of a similar nature pre- 
vail, uudcr ten shillings a week was paid 
in IKltS in Cavau, Donegal, Kennanagb_ 
Monaghan and Tyrone. In Munster 
under ten shilling was paid in Cork. In 
this county the wages ranged from eight 
to twelve shillings summer aad winter. 
Iu the more remote portiona, particularly 
the southern districts, towards the coast, 
bpth the wages and earnings were low. 
In Leinster under tea shilUngs a week 
was paid in the counties of Kilkenny, 
Longford, Mealh, Westmeath and Wex- 
ford. 

It will lie of interest to consider how 
an Irish laborer can support a family on 
nine to ten shillings s week, paying, say, 
one shilling a week for his rent. The 
standard of living ia of course low, and 
compared with the Bngliah agricnitural 
laborer, the Iriah laborer eata a cheaper 
class of food, does not dress so well, and 
spends little or no money on ' 
Their main diet consists of p. t.u u , 
bread, butter, bacon, eggs, cabbage, stir- 
about (porridge), tea and milk, and those 
near the coast get fish, 

A large number of men, and also a 
good -many women, go every year from 
Ireland to work on farms in certain coun- 
ties in Bngbind and Scotland. Some of 
the men start as early aa February and 
take part in the ordinarv work on farms, 
irot returning until late in the autumn, 
but the majority do not start until June. 
They find employment during the sum- 
mer and autumn at hoeing, haymaking, 
harvesting and taking potatoes and roots, 
and on dairy farms in parts of Cheshire 
they are engaged at milking. 

When ei^paged in Bnglnd npoa or- 
dinary farm work, adeh as Oiaaiag tar. 
nips and poUto lifting, they are fre- 
quently employed at piece work. But in 
the northern counties they sie generally 
engaged by the week or month, and in 
some districts they are hired at hiring 
fairs specially held for hay and com bar- 
vest. In sddition to cadi wages, they 
are frequently found sleeping accommo- 
dations in barns. They generally find 
their own food, which consista chiefly of 
bread, porridge, potatoea, tea aad aiiDk, 
and sometimes bacon; bat not iafre- 
quently their employers give thpa fuel, 
iiiilk ui'I porridge, sometimes potatoes, 
Ua .iiiii coffee, and occasionally a little 
beer. In some cases, chiefly in the north, 
they are furnished iu all their food, par- 
ticularly during harvest, and occasionally 
employers give them fresh meat. By far 
the greater ntuaber of Bligiatocy laborers 
go from the province of Coaaanght, and 
the majority of thoae go bom the oonnty 
Mayo.
